HE preſent Method of packing and loading Hay for the 
Markets in Ireland, being very defective and highly injurious, 
both to the Commodity and to the Farmer, the SbersTY wiſh to 
jay before the Conſideration of the Public ſome of the principal 
Errors of the Mode now in uſe, and to recommend to their Practice 

another, not liable to the ſame Objections. The uſual Cuſtom, at 
preſent, is to throw the Har looſely off the Rick an the Ground, 
or on the Cars, by which means, after it has been ſo. diſturbed, it 
never can be repacked fo cloſely as to lie in the fame compats which 
it occupied after being trod down and ſettled in tbe Rick. For 
this Reaſon the Market Load is ſettled at Four Hundred, though 
one Horſe is able tu draw more than double that Weight; becauſe 


2 greater Quantity would rife fo high as to overſet the Car; and 


even this {mull Parcel is fo liable to be leſſened on its Journey, from 
the impoſſibility of packing it properly ia that Condition, that a 
Quarter of a Hundred is uſually allowed for Waſte upon the Road, 
being a Sixteenth Part of the Whole. To this may be added, the 
Quantity of Dutt that it admits, from its loofe texture, by which x 
is rendered unwhoteſome to the Cattle that conſume it. To 
ob viate all theſe Inconveniencies, it is recommended ta the Farmers 
that they ſhould carefully take ſuch Har as is intended for the 
Market from their Ricks, in the ſame Poſition as when it comes from 
the Knife; and having laid it in the Scale, without diſturbing ie, 
tie it uli Truffes of Fifty-Six Pounds each, with Hay Ropes; 
und having laid them regularly on the Car, and fixed them properly. 
bring them in the fame Form to the Market, eight of thoſe Fruſſes 
being a Statutable Load, and all Fraud being impracticable, as each 
Truſs may be ſeparately weighed: All the Ha V that they ſend from 
Home thus packed, will reach the Market in Safety, as its Compact: 
neſs will preſerve it from Pilfering and Loſs, Duſt, Rain, and every 
„ther Injury. — This is the Method univerſally practiſed in England. 
It is eyidently the moſt æconomical and beſt. It is therefore ſtrong- 
y recommended as ſuch by this Society.
